Now look at another 
feature ot it, The law is as unjust be- 
tween towns in tho same county. Some 
of the towns receive back at least 40 per 
onnt more of the tax thau they paid and 
other towns 40. per cent less than they 
paid in. The law is uujuet .irom any 
direction you may look at it. 


It should not be a difficult matter for 


the members of the legislature to decid 
what todo in this mutter. For instance : 
It would- be a very hard matter for any 
one to convince the people ot Bock 
county that the law is a good one, for the 
county loses 59,261 under that law, or 
rather it pays thut much extra to other 
counties • that have more children than 
taxable property. Then, if the members 
from this county wish to veto tho senti- 
ment of their constituents they will vote 
for the repeal of the one-mill tax law, and 
they should not hesitate about it either.

ABOUT I'JUSQXCOSTRAGr LABOR. 


In discussing the question of prison 


contract labor and prison reforms, the 
Milwaukee Sentinel prints tho following 
very sensible paragraph: 


As a matter of taut therj is a Croat deal 


of iionseriite in the claim thut prison con - 
tract labor in uny oonsiderahki injury to 
free labor. In the peaal iast.tutionH ot 
the whole country in which productive 
labor is employed, including meu, wom- 
en and children, there are less than 53, 
000 persons. OI thu number one-hair 
are employed in work about the prisons 
which in no way competes with free la- 
bor. Tho remaining 20,000 do work in 
about thirty diUVreut varieties ot trades. 
Statistics show that in these thirty trades 
there are more thiiu 1 000.000 fu>» labor- 
ers employed against 20,000 conviotu; 
that the ratio of convict to tree l:ibor ia 
ooly about 2*-!; per conr., taking only the 
free labor establishments which produce 
over S500 of gooda a year; that when we 
include tho thousands ot tree laborers 
employed iu the small shops and the 
thousands of skilled mechanics who 
come annually as immigrants, the ratio 
of convict to froo labor is so email as to 
be inappreciable. 


There is a good deal of wild talk done 


atom of 
hope 
that these so-called 


prison reformers can ever bring intj be- 
ing a practical substitute for the contract 
system. 


But let 
UB look at tho question of 


oompetitioB. .Last year there were ia 
twanty-one states of the Union 0,163 
convicts employed ia prisons and reform- 
atories in the boot and shoe inctnstrv; 
and more than one-third of this number 
were short time convicts confined in the 
minor prisons, and children in tha reform, 
atories. Now against these 0,103 adults 
oud children employed in making boots 
and shoes in prisnns, wore 13i.25G free 
workmen engaged in the same busineos. 
So that any talk that 0,000 adult and 
ohildren convicts can seriously affect tb e 
welfare of 13-1,000 freo laborers is ridicu- 
lously absnrd. 


But let us como nearer homo. Accord- 


ing to statisticssathored by Mr. Floweri 
commissioner of labor and industrial 
statistics of 'Wisconsin, there wora iii 
1SS6, a little over 1,300 persons employed 
in twelve boot and shoe factories in this 
state. There were during the same timo 
350 convicts at Waupuu, engaged in the 
manufacture ot boots and shoes. ' To 
show how little the products ot these 
convicts affeot free labor in Wisconsin, 
it is only necessary to state that of all the 
goods made m the prban brit S40.49-.183 
wore sold in this state in 1886, the 
great bulk of the product ot the prison 
soiug to Calififornia and Oregon. Bat 
here is another side to tho question. 
What have M. D. Wells ± Co., who have 
the pnsoc oontraot, done for Wisconsin ? 
Let us Me: 


In 1SSC, they pnr:bined stock and so 


on, ot Wisaonmn firms alone, which 
amounted to 3120,227 9i. They puid for 
local freight at Waupuu, 57.079 17. They 
paid tor foreign freight S5.G30.3!. The} 
paid the s'nte of Wisconsin, '.for convio 
labor £50.577 02, and more than that, the} 
paid .Wiaoonsiu oitisaus for labor, §05, 
129 GO, making the total amoniit of money 
paid by M. 1).

S200,flOO more thau that received from 
the sale of products in the state. 


But tho professional howlers against 


tbe contract system say that its influence 
on tha prisoners is bad. In what regard 
it is oad they can not tell, and for the 
simple raaaon they do not know what 
they are talking aoout. Abolish the 
contract system, and one of two other 
systems must be adopted or tho convicts 
will bo compelled to accept enforced 
idleness. It will be tho publio aooount 
sv stern or the piece-price plan. Tbe 
latter in effect is the same as the contract 
system while tho former is no better in 
that 
respeot 
and at tue same time 


very expensive to tbe state. The direct- 
ors ot the Ohio penitentiary, cave tried 
the contract system and the piece-price 
plan during tne past year, prisoners en- 
gaged in both systems working side by 
sidu, and their judgment is that the con 
tract system is the best in any respeot 
that can be named. This is the opinion 
of wardens and prison managers who are 
level beaded, practical business men and 
not influenced by the torn-foolery notions 
ot labor agitators aud the Miss Nancy 
reformers who know no more about 
prison management and prison reform 
than an Apache knows about tho science 
ot evolution. 


What is needed in our state prisons 


penitentiaries and reformatories, fis com- 
mon tense business management, some 
industry that -will prevent the moral, 
mental and physical detenoratiouTof tho 
prisoners. If the contract system will 
better meet this end, let it be that sys- 
tem. A change is dangerous ^because it 
will not create a reform, but on the other 
hand will involve heavy expenditures ot 
mocoy, which cannot be warranted on 
any proposition the mouth-laborers can 
pake. Common sense dictates that con- 
victs should be made to work; that so 
far as is posaible thty should be made to 
earn thoir own living; that the greatest 
amount ot money, consistent with good 
management and humane treatment, 
should be obtained from their labor; and 
that this in no wise interferes with tbo 
highest and beat reformatory influences. 


Any other theory or system than this is 


demagogic and a fraud, and a scheme to 
saddle large expenditure of money upon 
tho people, "that crime may live in idle- 
ness, aud prison officials have soft places, 
while laboring mon foot the bills."

tucrliy Vigorously Opposed — Elegant 
KoinfivUs In tho Houso Anent An K.<- 
cuutlvo OlUcor—Chinese Cliftrlty—Hnv- 
otly'H Latest " Ail"—Jord.in to Kesiffit. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Jnu. 20.—Tho sonata 


Friday considorod Beck's bill to prohibit 
numbers of congress from acting a1; attor- 
neys of railways which havtt or may havo 
interests in legislation in congress. Teller, 
whilo never engaging in tho employment 
which the bill prohibited, believed tho bill 
bad in its effect and in support o£ tho ell'orls 
which woro making to destroy tho sonata's 
usefulness and bring about its abolishment, a 
consummation that would never tilts place 
without a revolution imd the destruction of 
tho constitution. 


Wilson 
of Maryland would vote 
for 


tho bill. Common justice and decency do- 
mnndod that overy member of congress 
should bo fveo from all bias in voting on tho 
mighty questions affecting tho people as 
nguinsS gigantic corporations. Railroad cor- 
porations could secure nWo lawyers outside 
of tho senate. 


Morgan said ths bill was born in heat and 


perhaps under the pressure of 
popular 


clamor. It described IB. misdomoanor, while 
it -was •well known that tho constitution pro- 
hibited tho arrest o£ a member ot congress 
under a misdomoanor, when in attendance OH 
or on his way to congress. 


Hoar said that his interest in the bill 


n'as certainly impersonal. 
The principle 


which lay at tho bottom of Iho proposod leg- 
islation was'a question -which affected tho 
legislative policy not only of congress, but 
of tho stato legislatures. 
Members oE con- 


gross, or of stato legislatures, were not made 
out of monks. 
Tho theory was that that 


was tho best legislative body •which con- 
tained the representatives of all tho grent in- 
terests of the country. 
^No reasonable man 


eipoctcd that a man who caino to congress 
would abandon all tho lucrative occupations 
and employments of life. Unless the na- 
tional legislature wns to be made up of 
monks, or men condemned to withdrawal 
from all the occupations and employments of 
life, it was impossible that tho theory 
which the bill rested could bo curried into 
practice. It applied equally to savings banks 
to manufacturers, to commerce, to nationa 
banks. Any raombor of congress who had bee: 
engaged as counsel for any o! those interests, 
or whoso own business was connected will 
them, had the sanio bias resting on IILS iniui 
as is ho had bcon employed as counsel for 
railroad . companies. So 0.5 to possession of 
real estate in tho Dictrict o£ Columbia. Un- 
der tho prineiplo of tho bill^ no senator 01 
representative owning real estato in tho Dis- 
trict could take port in legislation for tho 
District Thoro -was not a sugcstion that 
any senator or member was likely to under- 
take, over had undertaken, or ever would 
undertake, an obligation, in violation of his 
legislative duty.

known of a bill which so utterly ignored ail 
constitutional limitations of tho government, 
and so completely tramplod upon all stnto 
authority, and ho predicted that tho supremo 
court -would decide such a bill to bo uncon- 
stitutional. Tho farmers couid attend to 
their cattle bettor than somo fool in author- 
ity in Washington, could, but tho theory of 
tho bill was that a man picked up and put in 
a Landsomo uluco in Washington could man- 
ago tho stock farms of tho nation. On this 
prineiplo tho provisions of the bill should ex- 
tend to hog cholera and tho chicken gape, 


McMillan of Tonnossoo protested strongly 


against that provision which, ho stated, per- 
mitted the agents of tho agricultural depart- 
ment to outer any mail's homcstoad and 
above all law and all constitution, to range 
there at will.

At tho close of tho do- 
bato messages were r.-.--=ivod from, tho presi- 
dent vetoing bills g --z^ing a pension to Ben- 
jamin Obokiah and iur tho rellof of H. 1C. 
Belding. Hoar withdraw his motion to re- 
consider tho vote by which tho sorvico pen- 
sion bill was passed, and tho senate ad- 
journed for tho day. 


Tho house resumed Monday's session at 11 


a. m. Friday, and tho dispute over tho bill to 
charter a cablo railway for this city was sot- 
tied by tho passags oC tho bill.

As I understand tbe matter, the cily 


will first determine what kind of u plant 
ir wants—its size, kind of cafiinep, size 
of pipe, whether direct preeimro system 
or standpipe, with condition that oity 
may purchase if desired, etc. There wilj 
be propositions to the world lo eroctand 
run tbe plant according to these plans 
and specifications. The company which 
makes tbe best oC'er will got ths contract 


The oity will not be bonded, but will 


simply pay a specified role for uro pro- 
teition. 


It tho eity is to own and run tlie'works 


when built, it will mako proposals for 
erection simply. If the party making 
tbe successful bid for tho city ownership 
can get its pay for the erection of the 
works, it has no further concern in the 
matter. While, on tha other hand, if the 
company who bids, with the condition 
tbat it is to own and run tho works, then 
it has the very strongest incentive to ge* 
and supply good water at o figure that 
will induce all persons to use it. 


In short, a private company iu vests a 


large sum o£ money,- knowing that its 
success depends upon supplying good 
water at a reasonable price.
